The stranger took the man up and 
secretly filled the gamb ler’s frog 
with quail sh >t. In other words 
Mark heard the story which he 
late1, wrote under the title of ‘‘The 
Celeb rated Jumping Frog of Cala­ 
veras County .” With that story 
Mark Twain rose ab ove his past 
literary ^fft rts, created his first 
plausib le character and 
planted 
his foot on the first round of lit­ 
erary achievement. 
“ Ta ll Ta lcs" of th" Frontier. 
The jumping frog story b elongs 
to the literature of the frontier. 
In literary circles it is called the 
“tall tale.” It made its appearance 
early in our history and marched 
straight across the continent with 
the onward inarch of civilization. 
During the American Revolution 
the Rev. Sami 1 Andrew Peters 
pub lished “A General History of 
Connecticut,” 
which 
New 
Eng­ 
landers called the “ly ing history .” 
Some of Peters’s stories have the 
same flavor as the later tall tales. 
He writes: 
“Two hundred miles from the 
sound is a narrow of five y ards 
only , 
formed 
b y 
two 
shelving 
mountains of solid rock, whose 
tops intercept the clouds. Through 
this chasm are compelled to pass 
all the waters which in the time 
of the floods b ury the northern 
country . . . 
“People who can b ear the sight, 
the groans, the tremb lings, and 
curly motion of 'eater, trees, and 
ice through this awful passage, 
view with astonishment one of the 
greatest phenomenons in nature. 
Here wate r is consolidated, w ith­ 
out frost, b y pressure, b y swift­ 
ness, b etween the pineh ng, sturdy 
reeks, to such a degree of indura­ 
tion, 
that an 
iron 
crow 
(b ar) 
floats smoothly down its current 
- here iron, lead, and cork have 
one common w eight- here steady 
as time, and harder than marb le 
the stream passes irresistib le, if 
not swift, as lightning— the elec­ 
tric fire rends trees in pieces with 
no greater ease than docs this 
mighty water.” 
Many people vet alive can re­ 
memb er persons who told whop­ 
ping frontier y arns. There once 
lived such a person not far from 
Kansas City . He told and b elieved 
+hat he once carried a feather b ed 
full of b uckshot on his b ack up 
a street in New York City and it 
was so heavy he b roke through 
the pavement at every step, skin­ 
ning the hide off his shins up to 
his knees. Though ho had never 
b een far from his home, he told 
how he accompanied Pcarv on his 
trip to the North Pole, where it 
was so cold that one’s word froze 
and fell to one’s feet, to thaw out 
in the spring and fill the air with 
talking. 
Ho once owned a race horse 
which could, naturally , b eat all 
comers. At this particular race the 
jockey failed to appear. As the 
time for the race neared, the horse 
b ecame more and more nervous; 
and with the signal for the start, 
he “rared” b ack on his rein s 
b rok 
off the telegraph pole and 
ran the race with the pole dangl­ 
ing from the reins. He ran so fast 
and so hard that he b roke all four 
feet off at the ankles, b ut won the 
race any way ; and when he crossed 
the finish line he ran down the 
street to the livery stab le, the ends

Balanced Ration Needed 
For Laying Flock 


If the highest profit is to be 
realized from the lay ing flock , a 
balanced ration mu st be fed, say s 
Ronald Tu ck er, cou nty agent. The 
total ration lor lay ers shou ld con­ 
tain a minimu m of 15 to 16 per 
cent protein. The method u sed to 
secu re a balanced diet is a m atter 
of choice. Grain su pply , cost, pal- 
atability , conv enience, time, av ai:- 
able labor and the needs are all 
factors that shou ld be considered 
in adopting a ny feeding method. 
The three months of feeding 
most commonly 
u sed, continu es 
Tu ck er, arc feeding a 15 to 16 per 
cent all-mash or pellets, feeding a 
20 per cent mash or pellets and 
hand feeding grain, or feeding a 
mash concentrate with grain free 
choice. Tests ru n ov er a three- 
y ear period at the Univ ersity of 
Missou ri 
showed 
no 
significant 
difference in produ ction u sing the 
three methods. 
If a 20 per cent mash or pellets 
is fed, u su ally corn and oats, or 
corn, oats and wheat, are hand fed. 
The proportion of each grain fed 
will 
depend 
somewhat 
on 
the 
strain of hens, body weight, and 
the time of y ear. The amou nt of 
grain fed shou ld not redu ce the 
total protein of the ration below 15 
to 16 per cent. Where a concen­ 
trate is fed, it is u su ally fed free 
choice with corn and oats. Some 
pou ltry men lik e to mix their own 
home grown grains with a con­ 
centrate to mak e a 15 to 16 per 
cent all-mash. 
The lay ing hens shou ld be fed a 
well balanced ration at all times. 
A good lay ing strain hen will fitst 
meet her body maintenance re­ 
q u irement and the additional feed 
she eats ov er this will go into egg 
produ ction.

Ward was 
getting out a volume of sketches; 
but the story arrived too late for 
| the 
hook, 
and

publishers 
handed it to the editor of the New' 
I York Saturday Press, w here it 
first appeared. 
The story v a s reprinted widely 
in the East, then the Middle West, 
M ark did not learn immediately 
that he had struck the popular 
note; and when he did he pro- 
j fosses some disappointment, be­ 
lieving that its reception meant 
failure for his more serious w rit­ 
ing. 
Twain Theught Little of Story. 
Later, when it appeared in book 
form. “The Celebrated Jum ping 
Frog of Calaveras County, and 
Other Sketches,” M ark’s head was 
too full of other m atters to give 
the book m ich attention. He had 
already made his voyage to the 
Hawaiian islands and written his 
immensely popular sketches of the 
ti ip. These in turn had put him 
on the lecture platform, where he 
was rapidly making a name for 
self as a humorous speaker. The 
Hawaiian trip and the subsequent 
lectures had gone off so well that 
he was now planning to repeat the 
i venture on a larger scale, with a 
! trio around the world. His first 
book, therefoie, seemed of the in- 
i significant past, good only to ad­ 
vertise his name a bit for his more 
! import undertakings.

Down in our east p astu re is a 
small n atu ra l pond w hich stands 
in a setting of second g row th elm 
and pin oaks, and is .grown up 
around the edges in button bush. 
W hen we cam e here six y ea rs ago 
it w’as no m ore than a foot or two 
deep and w ent dry in m id su m m er; 
but we scooped it out w ith the 
tractor and built a dam som e five 
feet high, so that until this y ear 
it has held up through the entire 
season. W e’ve never fenced this 
pond and, because of the shade, 
the cattle like to stand h e re on 
hot days. B lue-w inged teal and 
brightly colored wood d u ck use it 
in spring and autum n, seem ing to 
prefer this sheltered bit of w ate r 
am ong the trees to the open s u r­ 
face of the Big Pond. 
Several 
pairs 
of

blackbirds m ake this are a their 
sum m er h eadquarters, contesting 
for nesting territory b u t g ath erin g 
to sing in the tree-tops. O ccasion­ 
ally a band of A m erican egrets 
will be seen like sentinels, p erc h ­ 
ed in the highest branches.

features of the anim als life that 
uses the pond. Some forms, like 
the blucgill, are perm anent resi­ 
dents and are totally dependent 
on the aquatic environm ent in this 
particu lar bit of w ater for their 
existence. The am phibians — tu r ­ 
tles, frogs and m u sk rats—are also 
p erm an en t residents, yet because 
they can 
move about on land, 
they are not irrevocably anchored 
here. Most of the others are tr a n ­ 
sients, either passing through on 
periodic migration or using the 
area to hunt or as a place to nest. 
A lthough I’ve m ade no effort to 
en u m erate 
the 
m any 
forms 
of 
these too play their p art in the 
plant life in and around the pond, 
biotic com m unity. H ere are the 
elms and 
pin oaks and 
button 
bush, 
a 
thicket

willow and 
young hickory, rushes and grasses ( 
and aquatic plants growing w ith ­

the pond boundaries. All of 
these serve their purpose as host 
and food for insects and the larger 
species, as well as providing shel­ 
ter and cover. T hus in this small 
pond area we see the whole cycle 
of life adm irably illustrated. 
The basic relationship between 
all the life form s in the biotic 
com m unity surrounding our wood 
land pond is a food relationship. 
P lan ts furnish food for certain of

and anim als; and each of these, 
in its turn, is a food source for 
one or m ore of the others. T he 
great blue heron standing m otion- 
insects ¡ less as it waits for an u nw ary 
bluegill; the blucgill itself, leap­

turn, being hunted by the larger 
birds; the wood duck harvesting 
¡roots of some w ate r plant — all 
these and m any m ore are e x a m ­ 
ples of interdependence. And it 
is in such a place as this that we 
can m ost easily see the upsets th at 
occur w hen changes take place in 
the environm ent. These will vary, 
of course, with the severity of the

W hat a severe change m eans—

We knew th e long drouth 
had lowered the w ater alm ost to 
I the vanishing point, bringing in 
m ore of the p red ato ry species to 
takes advantage of easy hunting. 
T hen one day as we cam e across 
the field, I noticed a motion in 
the grass ahead of us. W e h urried 
up to find a big m ud tu rtle— a 
form idable-looking 
fellow

1 recognized as a resid en t of the 
little pond — m arch in g overland 
tow ard the creek. He stood high 
on his horny legs, w ith long neck 
o u t-th ru st, and attacked the toe of 
my boot savagely w ith his sn a p ­ 
ping beak w hen I ventured too 
close. 
Wo w alked over to the pond and 
saw the o ther big tu rtle th at lives 
th ere ju st pulling out. In the m id ­ 
dle of the pond w as a m ud-hole no 
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larger than a w ash tub, but the 
bluegills w ere all gone, doubtless 
down the gullets of th e turtles 
and

herons 
and 
kingfishers. 
Here, then, was an environm ental 
change w hich had destroyed the 
very base of the life pyram id in 
our biotic com m unity. With the

Turtles,

a retreat to a m ore favorable e n ­ 
vironm ent. W ater birds will no 
longer

life th at depended on the pond 
had v anished and, w ithout doubt, 
the insect-eating birds h av e sought 
a h ap p ier hunting ground. 
As far as w ildlife is concerned 
— and the h u m an species, too, for 
th a t m a tte r — the ideal en v iro n ­ 
m ent and condition of life is one 
w h e re no rapid upsets occur. U n­

Outdoor Life 
Resources Call for 
Constant Vigilance 


By Leonard Hall 
A m ong all the ren ew a b le n a tu ­ 
ral resources, there is none which 
gives m ore pleasure and rec re a­ 
tion to m ore people than our w ild­ 
life. W hen we add up all of the 
h u n ters and 
fisherm en, plus all 
the n atu re lovers who spend their 
leisure hours in the outdoors to 
observe or photograph the plants, 
birds and anim als, w e’ve taken in 
a large proportion of the po p u la­ 
tion. And this is as it should be. 
for the benefits of all form s of re ­ 
creation in which we actively p a r­ 
ticipate 
far 
outw eigh 
the* 
good 
done by those in which we are 
m ere passive observers. M ore than 
that, the increasing pressures of 
m odern 
civilization 
lend 
added 
value to our contact w ith the o u t­ 
doors, w h eth er the locale be the 
untracked w ilderness of the Alcan 
H ighw ay or some n earb y stream 
or woodland. 
One thing w e’re apt to forget, 
how ever, is that our continued e n ­ 
joym ent of the outdoors, ol the 
wildlife and the w ilderness en - 
virom ent, also entails a responsi­ 
bility to w ard it. O ur tendency is 
to establish 
a 
forestry 
service, 
conservation commission, fish and 
wildlife service; and then to say 
“T he job of m anaging these n a tu ­ 
ral resources is now the responsi­ 
bility of these ‘experts' w hom we 
have hired.” We forget that we are 
the stockholders and directors of 
these enterprises and that it is we 
who m ust set the broad fra m e ­ 
w ork of policy w ithin w hich they 
are to work. And if we a re n ’t w ill­ 
ing to acquire some understanding 
of the broad p rn c ip le s of conser­ 
vation w hich will enable us to d 
this, th ere 
are plenty of small 
special 
interest 
a n d 
pressure 
groups who will. 
• T here are plenty of exam ples 
of this in A m erica today. We dam 
our rivers fur alleged purpose.' of 
flood 
control, 
navigation 
and 
pow er 
developm ent 
w i t h o u t 
thought of such equally im portant 
m atters 'a s 
agriculture, 
m ineral 
resources, w atershed m anagem ent 
and the wildlife resource. Some of 


the dam s are needed, some arc not. 
Som e are too big and some are too 
small. 
All arc too costly for the results 
1 achieved. You and I pay for them . 
Their construction creates p o w er­ 
ful federal bureaus' which strive 
| constantly for m ore pow er and 
! whose desire is to dictates. Such 
benefits as accrue go to the dam 
1 builders; construction firm s and 
i m ak ers of big dirt moving m a- 
; chinery, legislators who cJisP°nst> 
! patronage, bureaus which h andle 
! the huge appropriations. Anri all 
this for lack of a national land and 
w ater m an ag em en t policy based 
on the will of people. 
O ther exam ples which might be 


given are the old “cut and get o u t” 
m ethods of the tim berm an, now 
alm ost a thing ol the past, w hic . 
left the forest land stripped oi 
cover and prey to erosion and also 
destroyed 
trie 
wildlife 
r n viron- 
ment. Or the effort of a m inori \ 
of greedy cattlem en to ov rst r k 
the forest grazing land a..d puo! 
range to the point w here cove, 
was destroyed, the carrying caps 
city of this range cut to the van- 
1 ishing point, and the native w ild ­ 
life species such as deer, elk, a n ­ 
telope and m any sm aller birds end 
anim als w ere w iped out. In bop' 
cases there resulted serious d ; - 
tu rb an ces of 
the 
whole 
oqui1’ 
brium ol n atu re on which m a n ’ 
w ell-being depends. W ater tabic 
dropped,

cases, the m eans of livelihoo d fr 
large groups of people w ere doi * 
aw ay with. 
W e’re apt to use as o w exeu-' 
in those m atters that they are too 
com plex for us to u n derstand Yet 
actually the basic principle co v er­ 
ing the conservation of any r 
source is quite simple. It mighl 
be expressed as “the wise m a n ­ 
agem ent and use of each particu 
lar resource w ith proper regard 
for the whole resource and the 
greatest 
benefit 
to 
the greatest 
n u m b e r of people. Thus in tht 
field of wildlife, it is plain w< 
cannot m anage our forests solely 
for the benefit of the deer. Noi 
can we flood all our farm land in 
the river plains ju st to raise ducks 
But 
fortunately 
n atu re 
has 
a r ­ 
ranged things so that such e x ­ 
trem es are seldom necessary. W< 
find th at w hen forest land is u n ­ 
der good m anagem ent, with younj 
trees growing and m atu re tree* 
being 
selectively 
harvested, 
we 
create conditions that are fa v o r­ 
able for such form s of forest w ild­ 
life as deer, tu rk ey and our small 
furbearers. Good land use in the 
rivei plains, which we have u n ­ 
fortunately not 
yet 
learned too 
well, will provide m arginal areas 
w h ere 
w aterfow l 
can 
flourish 
R ange land that is grazed for a 
long tim e sustained yield of forage 
also provides brow se for th e elk 
and antelope. F arm land of good 
fertility, w ith cover provided in 
fence-row s, on w aste areas and 
woodlots, along banks and around 
ponds — w h ere this cover also 
serves a useful purpose •— will 
carry its sh are of quail, rabbits, 
songbirds and furbearers. 
The really im p o rtan t thing for 
us, for th e public w hich is to use 
the w ildlife resource for re c re a ­ 
tion and en joym ent, is to have 
som e u n d erstan d in g of the things 
that enable every organism , in ­ 
cluding m an, 
to survive. T hese 
things we call our en vironm ent, 
and survival depends on the s ta ­ 
bility of this en v iro n m en t and our 
ability to adapt ourselves to any 
changes which take place in it. 
This faces us w ith som e in te rest­ 
ing problem s, for m an is the only 
cre a tu re who causes his own e n ­ 
viro n m en t and th at of other liv­ 
ing creatu res 
to change; 
som e­ 
tim es 
w ith 
terrifying 
rapidity. 
| And in the sam e way, if he e x ­ 
ercises his intelligence, m an can 
control, stabilize or even im prove 
the en v iro n m en t for him self and 
other living organism s. This, 
if 
w e are willing to recognize and 
w ork w ithin certain laws of n a ­ 
ture, offers a w onderful oppor- 
(tunity. 
All living things w h eth er they 
belong 
to 
the 
plant 
or 
anim al 
kingdom , are dep en d en t on th e 
I e n v iro n m en t in w hich they live. 
T hey a re also in terd ep en d en t on 
other living things w ithin this e n ­ 
vironm ent. T he study of these d e ­ 
pendencies 
and 
relationships 
B 
one of the most fascinating fields 
for the n atu ra l scientists and it is 
equally 
interesting 
and 
u n d e r­ 
standable for all of th at m ajority 
of our people w hom I talked about 
in m y first p arag rap h . Sun, air, 
land, w ater, soil w ith its m inerals, 
clim ate and te m p e ra tu re all play 
their p art; and in future colum ns 
I will hope to tell som ething about 
how each of these effects our wild 
life.

The 
total ration tor layers should con­ 
tain a minimum of 15 to 16 per 
cent protein. The method used to 
secure a balanced diet is a m atter 
of choice. Grain supply, cost, pal- 
atability, convenience, time, avail­ 
able labor and the needs are all 
factors that should be considered 
in adopting any feeding method. 
The three months of feeding 
most commonly used, continues 
Tucker, arc feeding a 15 to 16 per

OVER THE YEARS 


Thirty-five Years Ago 


C. D. Matthews, Sr., died at his
